After Iſrael's melancholy ſervitude was ended, 


| his ſin puniſhed, and the proud Chaldean ripe 
for deſtruction, God brought him out of cap- 
tivity into his own land. As ſoon as the releaſed

captives came up to Jeruſalem they "WY an 


altar for ſacrifice, and within a year after, laid 
the foundation of the ſecond temple ; but 
. ſearcely had they begun the Houſe of God, when 
they were ſerved with a prohibition from the Per- 
ſian Court, in the reign of Artaxerxes; and were 


charged to deſiſt from making any farther attempt 


to rebuild the Houſe of the Lord at Jeruſalem. 
The Churches ſubtle enemies, Rehum the Chan- 
cellor, and Shimſhai the Scribe, with their company, 
gave their report to the King, that Jeruſalem had 
deen a ſeditious and a rebellious city; the Perſian 
court therefore thought it a piece of good policy 


to keep her down when they had her down. * 


The Jews being weak and feeble, ſoon yielded to 
the force of the enemy; and concluded, the time 


was not yet come for building the Houſe of Gol, 


Amd therefore put it off to a more convenient ſen⸗ 5 
fon; then ceaſed the work of the Houſe of God 


which was ,at Jeruſalem, until the ſecond year ot 
the reign of , the third Kiog of Perſia. 2, 


God being now bighly diſpleaſed with his 2 


| 155 for giving way to the enemy, ſent © ſpecial meſ- 


ſenger to reprove their dilatorineſs, and ſlothfulneſs 
in building the Temple of God. The reſtored 


captives were buſy and active enough in their ſe- 


cular affairs, aud could now live in their own 


cieled houſes, but God was provoked to contend 
with them by his righteous judgments. He ſent 


them a famine and ſcarcity in their own land, — 
They fwed much, but brought in little; they eat, but 


had not-enough ; they drank, but were not fatisfied; 


they were cloathed, but not warm; and he that earned 5 
wages put it into a bag with holes. So all their la-

bours were blaſted, and all their great expectations 
_ diſappointed. They then received the friendly 
check; their conſciences were awakened, they 
returned to their duty, and met with due encou- 
ragement; for God then ſtirred up the ſpirit of 
Zerubbabel, the ſon of Shealtiel, of the houſe of 
David, who was commander in chief of the Jews; 
and the ſpirit of Joſhua, the ſon of Joſedeck, the 
High Prieft; and the ſpirit of all the remnant of the 
people, and they came with haſte, and did work 
In the houſe of the Lord of Hoſts, their God. They 
bad made ſearch in the King's treaſure houſe, and 
found that Cyrus had made a decree in his reign, 
that God's Houſe at Jeruſalem ſhould be built; 
and Darius heartily confirmed the decree, and | 
ſaid, Let it be done with ſpeed.” And what was 
infinitely more animating, God ſaid, himſelf, ©* Be. 
| firong all ye peefle of the land, for 1 am with you, 
and my ſpirit remaineth among yo? thereſore work 
and fear ye not.” They had many hoſts againſt 
them, but JIEHOVAH SAaBAOTH, the Lord of 
Hoſts, the God of angels and men is now. for 
them ; therefore they ſhall proſper, and more than 
overcome.
